I have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1962, a year which 
Was guite eventful in the sphere of public health. 

The publication of a report by the Royal College of Physicians on 
"Smoking and Health", showing that there is a proved relationship between 
cigarette smoking and cancer of the lung, caused many persons to renounce 
the habit only, alas, to recommence at a later stage. Consequently, any 
campaign and propaganda to disuade persons from smoking should be aimed 
primarily at adolescent school children, many of whom are non~smokers at 
present but likely to become regular cigarette smokers later in life. If 
these children can be convinced that smoking constitutes a great hazard 
to health - in the form of cancer of the lung, chronic bronchitis and heart 
disease - then one can confidently expect a decrease in the death rate from 
these diseases in future years. Constant repetition of the dangers of smoking 
is therefore essential - whilst not forgetting the financial advantages. 

Complacency is the worst enemy of preventive medicine, especially 
regarding infectious diseases. Epidemics of smallpox were considered a thing 
of the past until 1962! The epidemic that occurred during the year caused 
considerable public alarm and throughout the country people queued for 
vaccination. In Cardiganshire, over 17,000 people were vaccinated and the 
Majority of these were primary vaccinations. Some authorities pressed for 
the reintroduction ef compulsory vaccination, but the choice should rest 
with the parents. They should remember that in this "modern age", any part 
of the world may be reached in 24 hours and that smallpox is constantly 
present in the community in many parts of the world. The best age for 
primary vaccination is between the lst and 2nd years of life for this is 
the age at which complications are rare. 

On a local basis, diseases of the heart and arteries are the major cause 
of death. Admittedly, people are living longer but some of the deaths and 
disabilities in the middle period of life are due to high blood pressure and 


its sequelae, or coronary thrombosis. Almost invariably, such diseases 
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3(a) 


occur in persons who are overweight and it is a fact that at least one 
person in five in this country is considerably overweight. Proper attention 
to diet and medical supervision can prevent or reduce this obesity and 
eliminate its danger to health. 

The total population figure living within the area shows little change. 
The birth rate is very slightly higher than in 1961 but remains well below 
the national figure. The death rate shows a decrease and is only slightly 
above the national figure. These two rates taken in conjunction exemplify 
the bias towards the elderly which is a characteristic of the population 
structure. 

The Public Health Inspector has quite rightly drawn attention in his 
section of the report to the need for adequate sewage disposal, and it is 
hoped that due consideration will be given to his remarks.

will be found in the following pages.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR AND 
SURVEYOR FOR. 1962 


PREFACE 


It gives me great pleasure to present the report for the year ended 
3lst December, 1962. Obviously the majority of the work has been carried 
out during the period of office of my predecessor - Mr. B.iie James - who 
left the service of the authority on the 30th September, 1962.

In the majority of previous annual reports partiqular reference has 
been made to the complete absence of proper sewerage and sewage disposal 
facilities throughout the district and I must corroborate such reports and 
once again draw your attention to the necessity of giving serious and 
immediate consideration to this matter. 


During the year under review some progress can be reported. The scheme 
for sewering Llanddewi Brefi has been the subject of a Ministerial Inquiry 
and the Minister's approval is now awaited. The proposed scheme for Tregaron 
has run into some difficulties over the choice of site for sewerage disposal 
works, and it is hoped that this will be cleared up soon. 


Three further bungalows for aged persons have been erected at Llanddewi 
Brefi and it appears that there is a demand throughout the district for this 
type of accommodation. Further land is available for housing purposes at 
Llanddewi Brefi and negotiations are almost complete for the acquisition 
of land for additional houses at Tregéron. 


A further aspect of housing work is the encouragement of the re-condition- 
ing and modernisation of old houses by the payment of improvement grants and 
during the year a total of twenty-three such grants were approved. This number 
is small and in fact shows a decrease of seven under last years figures. Every 
effort should be made to publicise the scheme so as to attract more applicants. 


The Council itself has purchases, and is in the process of improving four 
houses at Pentre Isaf, Tregaron. Two of the houses are complete and the tenants 
are very satisfied with the improvements carried out. This work is what is 
envisaged in the Ministry's circular 42/62 - "Improvement of Houses", and if 
further examples of this kind occur it is suggested that similar action be 
taken.

Unfit Houses Purchased for Improvement 


During the year improvement works have been carried out to the four unfit 
houses at Pentre Isaf, Tregaron, wnich were purchased by the Council. Two are 
complete and work is well advanced at the remaining two. 


This is an avenue of housing work which should be undertaken by the 
Council as and when opportunity occurs and is in fact advocated by the 
Ministry. 


The only deterrent is the fact that repayment of loans for such work is 
over a period of twenty years instead of the 50 years allowed for the 
provision of new houses, and rents charged, must consequently, be higher. 


Nevertheless the Council agreed in principle, at one of its meetings 
during the year, to investigate the possibility of carrying out further works 
of this kind. 

Dangerous and Dilapidated Buildino 

During the year the condition of 1, High Street, Llanddewi Brefi 
deteriorated, and became even more dangerous. It was impossible to trace the 
owner or any person having any interest in the property and therefore emergency 


action by the Council wes taken under section 25 of the Public Health Act, 
1961, to remove the danger caused by the state of the building.

RODENT CONTROL 


As in previous years rodent control is carried out by the Council's 
foreman on a part-time basis. There were no major infestations during 
the year although numerous premises were treated and the two refuse tips 
were regularly baited. 


INSPECTION OF MEAT AND OTHER FOODS 


General: Numerous visits were paid to food shops, vans, etc. and the 
attention of several occupiers was drawn to minor items requiring attention. 
Work was commenced at one licensed hotel to provide separate sanitary 
conveniences for the sexes and to improve the standard of existing 
facilities. Slaughterhouses and butcher's shops were regularly visited 

for meat inspection purposes. 


Ice Cream: There are no ice cream manufacturers in the area but fifteen 
premises are registered under section 16 of the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, 
for the storage and sale of ice cream. 


Milk: There are only two distributors of milk, as defined, registered 
by the Council, and one other distributor is registered by a neighbouring 
Council. Farmers retailing within the district are, of course, registered 
by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food.

MEAT INSPECTION

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


In August 1960 temporary Certificates of Exemption as to Use of 
Stunning Pens were issued in respect of both slaughterhouses within the 
district. These expired on the 3lst December, 1962 and when applications 
were received for the renewal of the licences to use the premises as 
slaughterhouses, they were renewed for the slaughter of calves, sheep 
and pigs only. 


It is understood that the occupiers of both slaughterhouses do intend 


to instal stunning pens and the Council resolved to consider applications 
for licences to slauchter cattle when such pens have been provided. 


KNACKERS YARD 


There is one licensed knackers yard in the areay ieee The Kennels, 
Llangeitho, occupied by Mr. Bertie Stephens. 


FACTORIES ACT 


There are nineteen factories, as defined, within the rural district. 
Seventeen of the premises were “factories with power" and only two were 
"factories without power". The only relatively big factory is the Milk 
Marketing Board Creamery at Pont Llanio. The appendix at the end of the 
report gives statistics relating to factories in the area. 
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8(b) 
REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


During the year it was decided to institute weekly collections of 
refuse throughout the district, and in order to carry this out efficiently 
it was necessary to purchase a larger capacity lorry. 


4 new Karrier Bantam Dual Tip refuse collection lorry was purchased 
and was put into service in July. It has since proved itself to be a good 
vehicle of its type and its purchase appears to be justified. With extensions 
to routes and an increasing volume of refuse it would have been difficult 
to maintain a reasonable service with the old lorry. 


Refuse is still disposed of by controlled tipping at two tins, viz. 
Tyndomen, [Tregaron and Bryn Villa, Ystrad Meurig. 


Litter bins have been provided throughout the district but it is 
thought that more will be required in the future. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


Public Supplies: The South Cardiganshire Water Board was responsible for 
public supplies until the 30th September, 1962. On the lst October, 1962, 
there came into being the Cardiganshire Water Board which is now the 
responsible authority for the water supplies of the whole county. 


The water supply for this district is obtained from the Teify Pools 
reservoir which is situated within the Tregaron Rural District, and is 
treated at the Board's treatment works at Strata Florida, Pontrhydfendigaid, 
before distribution. The Engineer and Manager of the Board, Mr. Huw Prothero, 
MeAs, MoI.C-E., AeM.I.Mun.E., M.I.i.E., has kindly given details, summarized 
as follows, relating to sampling, purity, etc., of public supplies:-

43 No. examinations of raw 
water were taken which varied considerably. 9% No. chemical 
examinations were made.

(b) coagulation by the addition of aluminium sulphate and calcium 
sulphate, which also increases the permanent hardness content; 

(c) addition of sodium carbonate and sodium bicarbonate to 
increase alkalinity; 

(d) pressure filtration to remove colour and suspended matter; 

(e) addition of sodium carbonate to adjust the alkalinity of 
treated water: and 

(f) addition of sulphur dioxide to control chlorine residual. 


Private Supplies: 


(a) Sampling: Thirteen samples of water were taken from private.water-supplies 

for bacteriological examination. The results are summarized as follows:-

The total does not represent 13 different sources. It should be borne 
in mind that more than one sample may be taken from one source and on 
different days. Many sources initially found to be unsatisfactory produce 
satisfactory results after improvements, e.g. protective works at source, etc. 


These samples are not from public water supplies, details of which 
are given separately. 


(b) Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food - Grant-Aided Water Schemes 
at Farms. 


Results of analyses of water samples from small grant-aided private 
supplies in conjunction with the Ministry of Agirculture, Fisheries and Food 
were submitted in respect of schemes at 16 farms. In many cases applications 
were deferred pending the carrying out of additional protective work and for 
further sampling because of evidence of contamination. 


The Council agreed to the use of water for domestic purposes at 14 farms.

SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


The following paragraphs were included in the Annual Report for 1961 
and I can do no better than to repeat them and stress the urgency of the 
problem. One difference however, is the fact that the proposed scheme for 
Llanddewi Brefi has seen the subject of a Ministerial Inquiry, so that it 
is hoped that approval will »%e given early in 1963 so that work may commence. 


"It is with regret that I have to report as in previous years, that 
sewerage and sewage disposal facilities are not only inadequate but are 
for the greater part of the district non-existent. Even in Tregaron, the 
biggest centre of population in the area, the sewers are inadequate and 
the disposal system obsolete. Some part of Llanddewi Brefi, Llangeitho 
and Pontrhydfendigaid are served by sewers which were originally surface 
water sewers. There are no sewers in the villages of Pontrhydygroes and 
Ysbyty Ystwyth, nor in the smaller villages and hamlets of Berth/Tynreithyn, 
Bronnant, Lledrod, Swyddffynnon, Ffair Rhos, Ystrad Meurig, Tyngraig, Penuwch, 
Bwichllan, etc. 
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Although the Council's Consultant Engineers have been preparing 
sewerage and sewage disposal schemes for Tregaron and Llanddewi Brefi 
and these are both in final stages, further progress was prevented by 
inability to complete negotiations for the purchase of land for the 
sewage disposal works. However, it is hoped that early in 1962 both 
schemes will be submitted for Ministry approval. 


The Council have also asked the Consultant Engineers to prepare 
schemes for Pontrhydfendigaid and Ysbyty Ystwyth/Pontrhydygroes. No 
proposals have been suggested nor even considered for Llangeitho which 
urgently needs a sewerage scheme. 


I would again say that lack of a proper sewer is a tremendous 
disadvantage when trying to get owners to improve properties. In many 
cases it is virtually impossible to bring houses up to standard because 
no sewer is available. Lack of sewers is quite definitely a major 
factor in the relatively low standard of amenities in the older houses 
in villages in the district". 


TREGARON LIVESTOCK MARKET 


The livestock market, adjoining Station Road, Tregaron, is a well 
known and conveniently situated centre, serving a wide area. The market 
premises are owned vy the Council and let to an auctioneer for the 
purpose of holding livestock sales. Regular fortnightly sales are 
held together with other special seasonal sales of livestock. 


The scheme for additional penning accommodation agreed last year 
Was completed during the year under review and provides much needed 
extra accommodation for cattle. Also during the past year the existing 
parking ground was resurfaced. 


The existing weighbridge is becoming increasingly difficult to service 
and the Council will have to consider its replacement in the near future. 


It is to be regretted that, as from 3lst December, 1962, 3ritish 
Railways decided that, for reasons of economy, livestock handling facilities 
would no longer be available at Tregaron. Unfortunate as this may be, it 
should not effect the market to any great extent as the great majority of 
stock is already transported by road. 


PUBLIC CONVENIENCES 


The Council have provided four public conveniences. Two of these 
are situated in Tregaron and the others at Pontrhydfendigaid and Llanddewi 
Brefi. Routine cleansing and maintenance of these conveniences is, of 
course carried out by the Council's workmen. 
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Plans and tender have now been approved by the Ministry for the 
erection of a public convenience at Llangeitho and work should oe 
completed during the coming year. 


HOUSING ESTATES, MAINTENANCE, BUILDING, DEPOSIT OF PLANS 
ETC. 


Council Houses: The numoer of Council houses remained unchanged during 
the year but work on three aged persons bungalows at Llanddewi Brefi was 
nearing completion, at the end of the year. Ministry approval was granted 
for the temporary use of chemical closets in these bungalows until the 
sewerage scheme is complete. 


By the end of the year, negotiations with the owner of Brynawel 
field, Tregaron were almost complete for the purchase of these fields 
for housing purposes. iihen plans are being prepared for this site, it 
is suggested that a part of the site be allocated to the provision of 
garages, of which there is a shortage in Tregaron as in other places.
